twilight, a musty smell, an icy chilliness. 
The first one, pure Norman in its architect- 


down, was wearily imprisoned the mis- 
guided Guy Fawkes. In the pitch dark 
dungeon beyond, which has no flooring but 
the damp, cold earth, were once imprisoned 
three hundred Jews, whoin the thirteenth 
century were suspected of the crime of 
clipping coin. A dreadful place this, and 
hideously suggestive of the undreamed- of 
horrors of these “good old days of yore.“ 
The door—an old oaken one, iron bound, 
and immensely strong—shut off these poor 
wretches from all communication with the 
outer world. 

In this dungeon, or series of dungeons, 
‘was recently discovered a very deep well, 
into which we fearfully peeped. From the 
dungeon to the church is but a short step; 
in the old days the journey was usually 
made from the latter to the former. St. 
Peter's dates from 1272; it is full of the 
saddest, tenderest interest; within its 


| dingy walls and beneath its historic pave 


ments there lie the bodies of three of En- 
giand’s Queens. Ruskin finely says of this 
church that “it is the saddest spot in 
Christendom, for here are buried in dis- 
honor the greatest in the land, while at 
Westminster Abbey they are buried in 
honor,” a most touching and suggestive 
contrast. Most of the beautiful brasses 
were removed in Cromwell's time. 

I was deeply interested to hear that in re- 
pairing the chancel in 1877 there was dis- 
covered the body of Anne Boleyn, which 
was recognized by the historically tiny 
neck, and by the fact that the body lay just 
in the spot describedin the burial registry; 
also were discovered the bones of a big 
man, which belonged without doubt to the 
ill-fated Duke of Monmouth. These were 
reverently reburied in their long, long rest- 


pon the wall, and preserved within a 
glass case, I saw the three coffin plates of 
the noblemen last decapitated upon 
Tower Hili—Lords Kilmarnock, Lovat and 
Balmerine. The inscriptions were all in 
Latin, and that upon Lord Balmerino’s 

ran as follows: “Arthur Dominus de 
decoliatus 18 die Augusti, 1746. 
Aitatis suce 58.“ The very plain little font 


| dates back to the reign of Edward III.

Justice Done. 


The course pursued by the Leg- 
islature toward the State Univer- 
sity negatives an inmpression that a 
certain element tried to create. A 
narrow»minded class look at every- 
thing in Washoe county as belong- 
ing te the county, and everything 
that is done towards festering in- 
stitutions and enterprises lecated 
here by the State is contributing 
to the county without considera- 
tion. 

It was rumored time and again, 
and these rumors were set afleat 
by those too narrow to serve other 
than a selfish interest, that the wel- 
fare of the University, Asylum and 
State Fair would suffer by reason 
of the recent vote cast against an 
innovation thatthe people of the 
State said they did not want. 

The action of the Legislature has 
proved that the voice of these 
croakers is weak, and right has 
prevailed, and all of the State in- 
terests in this county bave been 
fairly protected. 

The citizens of no other part of 
the State have exhibited as great 
and as practical energy in a direc- 
tion that willserve the whole State 
as ours have done. It was a recog- 
nized fact that the University was 
a failure until it was moved 10 
Reno. Its change of location was 
effected, by the town putting up 
$25,000 to secure it. Its growth 
has been almost phenomenal. Its 
work has been appreciated by our 
law-makers, and they have pro- 
vided means to supply its present 
and future necessities. 

We can say that the State Agri- 
cultural Society has never been on 
as sound a footing as it will be the 
coming year. In this matter our 
people have taken a pride, and to 
place the Association above any 
chances of failure, have again con- 
tributed $10,000 to the State. 

It was Washoe county’s r 
that caused the insane to be 80 
generously provided for within the 
limits of the State, and at a great 
saving to the taxpayers. 

While our people are liberal by 
way of lending a helping hand to 
build up the State, through contri- 
butions to minor enterprises, they, 
by reason of turning in to the As- 
sessor a fair valuation of their 
property for the puspose of taxa- 
tion, while some other counties 
pride themselves, dishonestly, in 
low valuations, contribute more 
largely than any other county, in 
‘proportion to real values, to the 
running of the entire machinery ef 
the State. Those who are wont to 
kick at Washoe county are kicking 
at one of the most liberal and fair- 
est subdivisions of the State, which 
can afford to stand their assaults. 


Or the constitutional amend- 
ments that were submitted on the 
lith ult., six received a majority of 
the vote cast. The greater number 
of these were voted upon at the 
last November election. By many 
it is claimed that those voted upon 
in Nevember and again in Febru- 
ary are void because the present 
Legislature had no other power 
to take them up other than for the 
purpose ef passing upon them and 
submitting them to the next Legis- 


lature.

Twice this im- 
pertant amendment has failed by 
reason of irregularities,

Cuicaao, March 1.—A generally ac- 
curate correspondent at Washington 
telegraphs his paper as follows: To- 
night’s Cabinet certainties are Blaine, 
Windom, Wanamaker and Noble. 
Proctor of Vermont and Miller of In- 
diana sre practically decided upon for 
the War Department and the Attorney- 
Generalship. If New York reaches an 
agreement, it will get the Navy De- 
partment; if the Pacific coast unites 
on a man, it will get the Agricnitaral 
Departinent. These failing, Rusk or 
Palmer will win the agricultural honor. 
General Harrison says that Congress- 
man Thomas is not even under consid- 
eration for the navy, and, if New York 
be left, the final disposition of this 
portfolio is almost beyond prediction. 

Wasurneron, March 1.—The situa- 
tion this morning is reported to have 
narrowed down to the consideration of 
Clarence N. Seward, son of Lincoln’s 
Secretary of State. The names of 
Elihu Root, Judge Daniels and Seward 
were submitted to Harrison last night, 
as a result of his suggestion to Morton, 
and the first two are said to have been 
unsatisfactory for some cause. If Sew- 
ard is selected, he will be given the 
law portfolio. General Noble will be 
Secretary of the Interior and John 
Swift of California Secretary of the 
Na In the minds of the professional 
Cabinet constructors, telegrams were 
sent out to Michigan last night, to the 
effect that, if it was desired to have 
Senator Palmer in the Cabinet, he 
must be supported by the people of hie 
State. Senator Stockbridge is said to 
have joined hands with the friends of 
Governor Rusk to secure the latter’s 
appointment.

FIGHTING WITH BURGLARS. 
. * 


Two Victorious Encounters with 
Mignight Marauders. 


ADVENTURE NO. L 

Twice in my lifeI have been placed in po- 
sitions that served to harrow up my soul, 
freeze my young blood,” and turned my hair 
as gray as a rats before my fortieth birth- 


day. 
I had been hired, when asmall lad, as an 


under-clerk or apprentice in a wholesale 
bardware store in New York. After sev- 
eral years’ seryice, during which I gained a 
good practical knowledge of the. business 
and gradual promotiop, I became the head 
salesman and enjoyed the fullest confidence 
of my cin ployers. 

I was nearly twenty years of age when 
the adventure which I am about to relate oc- 
curred. The work of my early apprentice- 
ship had enlarged and strengthened my 
muscular system, my health was at its best, 
and as I had never been exposed to peril I 
knew but little of the sensation of fear. 

For many years I had slept alone in the 
store. Every evening the doors and win- 
dows m the rear were protected with 
heavy iron shutters, swung from outside 
and strongly barred and bolted inside; the 
hatchways leading to the cellar and second 
floor were securely covered and fastened; 
one of the massive wooden front doors was 
bolted at the top and bottom, while the 
other was only carefully locked, and the 
key was seldom removed. ; 

My bed occupied a corner of the counting- 
room, midway between the front and rear 
of thestore.

As he sprang from the 
ledge I suddenly rose and plunged the bowie- 
knife into his breast, and he fell dead, pros- 
trating me with the force of his fall. Ina 
second I was up again and looking out of 
the window to discover his confederate, if 
he had one, but all was quiet in the alley, 
and no one was visible. 

As I turned to light a lamp and gain a 
better idea of the position, I felt the warm 
blood of the burglar laving my feet, 
There he lay, as dead as Julius Cesar, a 
big, burly negro, holding in his stiffened 
grasp a bowie-knife much larger than 
mine, and I was very, very thankful that 
he had found no opportunity to use it 
upon me.

J dressed myself hurriedly, with a nerv - 
ous tremor that I had not noticed until then, 
and hastened to open the front door of the 
store. The street was bathed in moon- 
light, and midnight silence was over all 
Again and again I shouted the name of the 
patrolman on that beat, with whom I had 
an intimate acquaintance, and in a few min- 
utes he came, running, and quite excited by 
the novelty of being wanted. 

After a brief relation of my adventure 
and a closer examination of the dead

Me rs were speedily culledsin, and 
the body, with the negro’s bowie-knife and 
chisel, was removed. 

Ispentan unquiet hour, trembling with 
nervous excitement, in washing the floor 
and closing the shuttered window. Then I 
walked the floor another hour to soothe my 
rebellious nerves and then I went to bed 
and slept the sleep of the just until day- 
hight. 

This was my last encounter with a 
burglar. The sport is too exciting for fre- 
quent indulgence or for enjoyment. 

I may say, in conclusion, that this ad- 
venture paved the way for my entrance in- 
to the firmasa partner. My “pluck,” and 
possibly a serviceable supply of assurance, 
besides my constant fidelity to the interests 
of the business, served me in lieu of capital.
